ENCOURAGING ADVICE 


“Dr Lecs' advice," he said, “is 
suMvlently encouraging to have 
enused the Gos Council to ex- 
press its willingness to conduct a 
large - senile exploration for 
natural gas.” 


Sir Herold pointed out that 
there war, of course, no guaron- 
tee that gas would be found In 
any commercial quantity, But 
it was important to, remember 
that co far, when borings had 
been made, these had’ been made 
with the object of finding oil, 
nnd no serious attempt had been 
made to look for natural gas. 
It was Interesting to note that 
‘gas might possibly be found 
separately from ol, 


“What the result will be; 
course, none of us can yet say,” 
said Sir Harold. “If we are 
successful the benefits accruing 
to-the consumers of ‘gas may 
well be considerable. - 

“If we are not, at any rate we 
shall’ have the satisfaction of 
knowing that we' have not 
neglected to take advamage of 
an opportunity of trying to find 
new supplies of gas,”

Sir Harold underlined the need 
fo undertake such a search for 
new sources of yas, by- pointing 
to the decreasing supply of good 
gasemoking coal, and the rapidly 
increasing cust of. cual. 


In December, 1951, he pointed 
out, the price coal was increased 
by an amount which added 
‘approximstely £9m, to the gas 
industry's annual coal bill,” In 
March, 1953, another increase In
